Parcels  Post — Since  the  installation  of  the  new  parcels  post  law  seeds,  bulbs,  tools,  plants  and  garden  supplies  (excepting  pois¬ 
ons  and  liquids)  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  including  Alaska,  Canal  Zone,  Guam,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico 
and  the  Philippines.  Packages  are  subject  to  a  limit  of  maximum  weight  in  the  first  and  second  and  third  zone  of  70  pounds;  in 
all  other  zones  of  50  pounds.  The  maximum  size  of  a  package  is  84  inches  for  length  and  largeness  of  the  girth  combined. 

Zone  Rates— May  be  had  by  applying  to  your  postmaster,  who  will  tell  you  which  zone  you  are  in  with  reference  to  Spokane  or 
upon  application  we  will  tell  you  if  you  supply  us  with  the  name  of  your  postoffice. 

For  Parcels  Weighing  8  Ounces  or  Less,  containing  seeds,  bulbs  or  books  only,  the  rate  of  postage  to  all  zones  is  1%  cents  for 
2  ounces  or  fraction.  (Over  8  ounces  the  parcels  post  rates  apply.) 


On  shipments  weighing  20  pounds  or  more  beyond  the  2d 
postal  zone  it  is  cheaper  to  ship  seeds  by  express.  As  the  ex¬ 
press  companies  give  a  receipt  for  each  package,  it  amounts 
practically  to  insurance  without  cost,  whereas  it  costs  extra, 
according  to  value,  to  insure  a  parcel  post  package.  We  guar¬ 
antee  the  safe  arrival  in  the  U.  S.  of  all  seeds  shipped  by  ex¬ 
press  or  insured  parcel  post. 

To  foreign  countries  the  parcel  post  rate  is  14  cents  per  lb. 
Registration  where  possible  is  10  cents.  C.  O.  D.  orders  can 
now  be  sent  to  Mexico. 

Please  Order  Early,  thus  enabling  us  to  forward  promptly.  It 
will  hasten  forwarding  materially,  if  customers  will  kindly  make 
up  orders  alphabetically,  as  the  goods  are  listed  that  way  in  the 
catalogue.

COMPLETE  SEED  ANNUAL 
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ASPARAGUS 

One  of  the  earliest  Spring  vegetables,  and  would  be  in  universal  use  were  it  not  for 
the  mistaken  idea  that  it  is  difficult  to  grow.  In  reality  it  can  be  produced  very 
easily  and  cheaply  and  is  a  profitable  market  crop.  A  bed  15x50  feet,  requiring  about 
100  plants,  should  give  an  abundant  supply  for  the  average  family. 

Culture — Soak  seeds  24  hours  in  warm  water,  sow  early  in  drills  one  foot  apart.  An 
ounce  of  seed  will  sow  about  300  feet  of  drill.  Keep  soil  mellow  and  free  from  weeds. 
After  one  year’s  growth  transplant  into  permanent  beds,  carefully  prepared  by  working 
to  a  depth  of  24  inches,  manuring  deeply,  using  old  manure  and  bone  meal:  5  feet  is  a 
convenient  width  for  a  bed  that  will  carry  three  rows,  and  can  be  reached  without  tread¬ 
ing  upon  It.  Set  plants  18  inches  apart  in  the  rows  and  spread  roots  out,  firming  the 
soil  down  on  them.  At  no  period  of  its  growth  should  the  asparagus  crop  be  allowed  to 
lack  of  manuring.  From  one  to  two  years’  time  can  be  saved  by  buying  roots  of  us. 
See  plant  department,  7260  roots  will  plant  an  acre.

DWARF  OR  BUSH  BEANS 

Owing  to  our  mild  Winters  and  cool  Summers,  locally  grown  acclimated  seed 
from  properly  selected  strains  will  be  found  to  give  best  satisfaction  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  We  are  constantly  testing  and  selecting  the  most  dependable  and 
profitable  sorts  and  increasing  our  facilities  and  connections  for  local  production, 
and  when  we  offer  a  variety  as  being  suited  to  your  requirements  and  location  you 
can  accept  it  without  fear  of  disappointment. 

Culture — The  soil  best  adapted  for  growing  beans  is  a  light,  rich,  well-drained 
loam,  which  was  well  manured  for  the  previous  crop.  If  the  ground  is  too  freshly 
manured  the  plants  are  apt  to  run  to  vines  and  set  few  blossoms.  Plant  in  drills 
about  two  inches  deep  and  from  eighteen  inches  to  two  feet  apart,  as  soon  as  the 
ground  is  dry  enough  and  warm — about  May  1st,  or  later,  and  for  succession  up  to 
July  15th.  Beans  are  very  sensitive  to  cold  and  wet  before  they  have  sprouted,  but 
are  not  so  liable  to  be  damaged  after  they  are  above  ground. 

Plant  about  one  pound  of  Dwarf  or  Bush  Beans  to  100  feet  of  drill,  one  bushel 
per  acre.  Pole  Beans — one  pound  to  100  hills,  requiring  about  one-half  bushel  per 
acre.  When  planted  in  hills,  2^  to  3  feet  apart,  small  varieties  such  as  “Navy” 
and  “Lady  Washington”  will  require  from  16  to  25  pounds  per  acre,  larger  sorts 
running  from  25  to  30  pounds.  Owing  to  their  short  season  of  growth,  from  60 
to  80  days,  beans  generally  make  a  profitable  crop  for  trucking.  After  harvesting 
the  beans  always  plow  the  vines  under  to  fertilize  the  soil.

Culture  of  Mangel  and  Sugar  Beets — Thoroughly  fine  soil  as  good  roots  cannot  be  grown  in 
lumpy,  poorly  prepared  ground.  The  largest  crops  come  from  a  soil  ranging  from  light  to  a 
friable  clay  loam  that  has  received  from  eight  to  fifteen  loads  of  manure  to  the  acre.  This 
can  be  plowed  in  or  half  broadcast  and  half  used  in  the  furrows;  plowing  in  of  fresh  manure 
in  the  Fall  is  best.  It  is  also  necessary  to  add  some  commercial  fertilizer,  but  any  good  soil 
will  grow  a  fair  crop. 

Use  6  to  10  lbs.  of  seed  per  acre,  depending  on  whether  machine  or  hand  planting,  sowing 
liberally  so  that  in  thinning  an  even  stand  can  be  secured.  Rows  18  to  30  inches  apart.  Level 
culture  is  best.  If  planted  in  dry  weather,  be  sure  seed  is  in  from  one  to  one  and  one-half 
inches  as  it  requires  lots  of  moisture  to  burst  the  hard  shell. 

A  poor  stand  and  weak  germination  is  often  due  to  improper  planting  and  lack  of  moisture. 
Transplanting  can  be  successfully  done  to  fill  vacancies.  Do  this  before  a  shower,  and  early, 
breaking  off  tops  of  larger  leaves.

STRETCHING  THE  GARDEN  INTO  THE  WINTER 

On  the  approach  of  freezing  weather,  prepare  to  save  as  many  of  your  vegetables  as  possible  for  late  Fall  and  Winter  use. 

Before  frost,  can  beans,  corn,  peas,  and  tomatoes.  Pick  large  green  tomatoes,  peppers  and  egg-plants  and  wrap  in  paper  to 
ripen  in  cellar.  Cover  lettuce  with  bog  hay  (this  will  often  keep  it  for  two  or  three  weeks  longer).  Gather  squash  and  melons 
and  store  in  warm,  dry  place;  don’t  bruise. 

Before  freezing,  dig  beets,  carrots,  parsnips,  salsify,  and  turnips  and  store,  in  sand  or  soil,  in  the  cellar.  (Some  of  the  par¬ 
snips  and  salsify"  can  be  left  in  the  ground  for  spring  use).  Bury  cabbage  up-side-down  in  trench  out-doors,  or  hang  up  by  stalks 
in  cellar.  Store  onions  and  potatoes  in  cold,  but  frost-proof,  dry  place.  Write  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  for 
Farmers’  Bulletin  No.  984.

HINTS  ON  FERTILIZING  THE  GARDEN 

Where  no  manure  is  used  the  fertilizer  should  be  spread  over  the  surface  of  the  finely  prepared  seed  bed  at  the  rate  of  five 
pounds  for  a  plot  ten  feet  square,  just  before  planting.  The  surface  soil  should  then  be  thoroughly  raked  so  as  to  mix  the  ferti¬ 
lizer  evenly  to  a  depth  of  two  inches.  Never  place  seed  or  transplanted  plants  in  direct  contact  with  fertilizer. 

Thoroughly  mixing  of  the  fertilizer  with  the  soil  is  essential  to  prevent  injury  of  seed  or  roots. 

Tomatoes,  Potatoes,  Melons,  and  some  other  crops  requiring  rather  long  growing  seasons,  are  materially  benefited  by  a  second 
application  of  fertilizer  when  half  grown.  Side  dressings  of  this  kind  should  be  scattered  between  the  rows  at  the  rate  of  four 
ounces  (one-half  pint)  to  ten  feet  of  row,  when  rows  are  spaced  two  feet  apart:  and  pro  rata  for  rows  spaced  a  greater  or  lesser 
distance.  To  insure  even  distribution  mix  the  fertlizer  with  fine,  dry  earth  just  before  spreading. 

Forcing  Growth — Sodium  Nitrate  is  a  very  strong  stimulant  for  y^oung  growing  plants.  Vegetables  grown  for  their  leaves  and 
stems,  like  lettuce,  cabbage,  celery",  etc.,  can  be  improved  by  a  light  application  or  two  of  Sodium  Nitrate  in  the  early  growing 
period.  Nitrate  of  Soda  is  readily  soluble.  Use  one  pound  to  a  ten -quart  pail  of  water.  Apply  this  in  small  amounts  some  little 
distance  from  the  plant.  Repeat  in  from  twenty  to  thirty  days. 
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CUCUMBERS 


CULTURE — Cucumbers  need  a  warm,  rich  soil,  and  should  not  be 
planted  in  open  ground  until  the  weather  is  settled,  as  otherwise  they 
will  not  thrive.  Plant  in  hills  4  feet  apart  each  way,  thinning  to  three 
or  four  of  the  strongest  plants,  after  danger  from  insects  is  passed. 
As  fast  as  the  cucumbers  attain  suitable  size  they  should  be  taken 
from  the  vine,  whether  required  for  use  or  not,  as  their  ripening  soon 
destroys  the  vines’  usefulness.

Cucumbers,  Melons  and  Squashes 

Cucumbers  (1  oz.  for  60  hills).  It  is  well  to  apply  lime  freely  to  the  corner  of  the  garden  where  the  cucumbers  are  to  be 
grown.  If  failure  has  resulted  in  past  years,  let  the  Japanese  climbing  cucumbers  be  grown  on  trellises;  they  are  more 
nearly  immune  than  the  other  varieties.  There  is  no  use  in  planting  cucumbers  until  the  ground  has  become  warm.  Then 
hills  should  be  made  five  feet  apart  with  a  shovelful  of  manure  in  the  bottom  of  each.  It  is  not  necessary  to  have  the 
hills  higher  than  the  surrounding  ground  unless  the  season  be  wet.  Sow  ten  seeds  to  a  hill  and  thin  to  four  plants  after 
the  bugs  have  departed.  Use  Tobacco  Dust  on  the  ground  to  keep  the  cut  worms  away.  The  striped  beetle,  which  is  a  bad 
pest,  is  easily  combated  with  “Corona  Dry”  used  with  an  equal  part  of  Tobacco  Dust.  Some  gardeners  protect  their  plants 
with  open  boxes  having  wire  mosquito  netting  across  the  top  and  this  is  a  good  plan. 
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EGG  PLANT 

Should  be  started  in  a  hotbed  and 
transplanted  when  the  weather  is  settled 
and  the  ground  thoroughly  warm.  They 
will  thrive  with  the  same  treatment  as 
that  given  the  tomato.

GARLIC 

CULTURE — Garlic  is  a  profitable  crop 
if  your  soil  is  right  and  proper  methods 
of  culture  are  employed.  The  sets  are 
planted  in  the  same  manner  aa  “Multi¬ 
plier  Onions,”  dividing  the  little  clump, 
planting  each  bulblet  thick  end  down, 
being  careful  not  to  bruise  as  they  ’will 
rot  if  injured. 

A  medium  loam  soil  containing  a  little 
sand  and  well  drained  is  best  and  com¬ 
mercial  fertilizer  should  be  used.  Deep 
and  thorough  preparation  of  the  soil  is 
necessary. 

Plant  in  rows  14  inches  apart — set  4 
inches  apart  in  the  row.  It  requires  175 
to  200  pounds  to  plant  an  acre.  When  ap¬ 
proaching  maturity,  the  tops  die  down 
and  are  not  removed  but  used  to  braid 
the  Garlic  together  for  hanging  up  and 
convenience  in  handling.  An  acre  should 
produce  from  two  to  four  tons.

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LETTUCE 


CULTURE — Lettuce  is  so  extensively  grown  that  cultural  directions  seem  unnecessary,  but  we  offer  a  few  simple  sugges¬ 
tions  that  may  save  a  later  disappointment,  as  any  failure  is  generally  blamed  to  the  seed.  This  should  not  be,  as  Lettuce, 
like  many  other  vegetables,  requires  very  rich  soil,  plenty  of  water,  a  cool  growing  season  and  intense  culture  to  produce  the 
best  results.  If  the  earliest  varieties  are  planted  out  in  the  Spring,  and  the  weather  turns  dry  and  hot,  they  will  run  up 
to  seed  without  heading.  The  same  seed  sown  in  the  Fall  or  with  cooler  growing  weather  would  develop  perfectly.  At  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  40  degrees  or  lower  Lettuce  will  not  thrive.  At  65  degrees  and  upward  it  has  a  tendency  to  run  up  and  not  head 
properly.  For  outside  planting  sow  the  seed  in  shallow  drills  from  one  to  two  ounces  to  the  100  yards.  An  ounce  will  produce  3,000 
plants.  Four  pounds  should  plant  an  acre.  Lettuce  matures  in  forty  to  sixty  days  from  time  of  planting.

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SEED  POTATOES 


Potatoes  like  rich  soil  but  no  fresh  ma¬ 
nure.  Work  a  potato  fertilizer  into  the  rows 
with  the  hoe.  Set  the  cut  tubers  in  drill 
about  six  inches  deep,  with  a  piece  every  15 
inches.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  fill  in  the  drill 
with  three  inches  of  soil,  then  to  apply  ferti¬ 
lizer  and  fill  in  the  rest  of  the  soil.  Tubers 
should  be  cut  into  pieces  with  two  eyes  and 
each  piece  should  be  as  large  as  possible. 
Early  potatoes  are  often  planted  in  April, 
later  crops  from  the  last  of  May  into  June. 
Extra  early  potatoes  can  be  obtained  by 
sprouting  the  seed.  First  the  tubers  are  cut 
in  the  usual  way,  after  which  they  are 
spread  out  in  a  shallow  box  with  the  eyes  up 
and  kept  in  a  dry  place  until  ready  for  plant¬ 
ing.  The  familiar  potato  bug  can  be  kept 
away  by  the  use  of  “Corona  Dry,”  applied 
early.  Early  Blight  and  Late  Blight. are  the 
two  fungous  diseases  of  greatest  importance. 
Bordeaux  Mixture  should  be  used  for  both.

Flowering  plants  are  enjoyed  by  everyone  and  cut  flowers  for 
home  use  or  flowering  plants  for  garden  display  can  easily  be 
grown;  their  care  is  a  pleasant  and  healthful  diversion  and  for 
the  small  expense  of  time  and  money  nothing  will  return  so 
much  pleasure  and  profit.  If  you  have  any  planting  problems, 
if  you  wish  to  produce  special  effects  or  work  out  color 
schemes,  write  us;  we  will  be  glad  to  assist  you  in  every  way 
possible,  and  our  experience  is  at  your  service. 

Annuals  bloom  and  ripen  the  first  year  and  then  they  perish. 
Many  annuals  in  warm  climates,  or  when  taken  in,  protected 
during  Winter,  become  perennial,  with  short  lives. 

Hardy  Annuals,  Biennials  and  Perennials  can  be  sown  in  open 
ground  early  in  the  Spring  if  desired,  and  Hardy  Biennials  and 
Perennials  require  no  protection  in  Winter. 

Perennials  flower  several  years  in  succession. 


Biennials  do  not  generally  flower  the  first  year,  and  are  in 
their  perfection  the  second  year. 

Half-Hardy  Annuals,  Biennials  and  Perennials  should  not  be 
sown  in  open  ground  until  settled  warm  weather,  though  they 
can  be  shown  in  the  house  if  desired,  early,  and  afterwards 
transplanted.  The  two  latter  need  to  be  protected  in  Winter, 
or  carried  over  until  Spring  in  cold  frames  or  greenhouses. 

Flower  Seeds  that  are  easy  to  grow  under  the  proper  condi¬ 
tions  of  heat  and  moisture  will  often  fail  when  these  conditions 
cannot  be  controlled.  The  following  seeds  require  special  at¬ 
tention  and  equipment  for  best  results:  Asparagus  Plumosus, 
Asparagus  Sprengerli,  Begonia,  Calceolaria,  Canna,  Cineraria, 
Cyclamen,  Heliotrope,  Gentiana,  Oenothera,  Smilax  and  Prim¬ 
rose,  except  Evening  Primrose.

Culture — Ordinary  good  garden  soil  is  suitable.  The  ground 
should  be  well  drained  to  avoid  water  lying  too  long  and  be¬ 
coming  sour.  Select  for  a  location  in  your  garden  a  place  open 
and  airy  and  which  receives  the  sun  all  day. 

Soil  prepared  as  for  vegetables  produces  fair  results,  but  a 
little  more  care  will  repay  the  planter.  It  is  well  to  cultivate 
and  prepare  the  ground  in  the  Fall,  supplying  at  this  time  a 
good  amount  of  stable  manure  and  bonemeal.  A  mulch  of 
shredded  cow  manure  when  started  is  beneficial. 

Inoculate  the  seed  with  Mulford  Cultures  and  insure  success. 
Sow  in  trenches  about  four  inches  deep  and  cover  to  a  depth 


of  two  inches,  still  allowing  the  center  of  the  trench  to  remain 
at  least  two  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground,  that  water 
may  be  retained. 

In  case  of  dry  weather,  constant  watering  is  necessary  to 
keep  the  roots  cooL 

When  the  vines  are  up  about  six  inches  high,  staking  with 
brush  or  trellis  should  be  attended  to  at  once.  One  ounce  of 
seed  is  sufficient  to  plant  20  feet  of  drill.  Spray  thoroughly 
and  often  to  prevent  infestation  with  aphis.  We  can  recom¬ 
mend  Ever  Green  Spray  for  this  purpose.

The  double  peonies  may  be  conveniently  divided  into  four 
dominant  colors  as  shown  in  the  illustration:  White,  light  pink, 
dark  pink,  and  red. 

It  is  advisable,  when  planting,  to  consider  the  color  effects 
during  the  blooming  season.  Arrange  them  with  a  distinct 
picture  in  your  mind’s  eye,  plan  for  an  effect  wisely.  The  re¬ 
sult  will  justify  your  care. 


Descriptions 


Semi-double — Having  several  rows  of  wide  petals  with  the  cen¬ 
ter  loosely  intermixed  with  stamens  and  petals. 

Crown — Having  wide  petals  in  the  center  with  a  choker  of  nar¬ 
row',  short  petals,  enriching  same,  and  an  outer  row  of  large 
guard  petals. 

Bomb — All  center  petals  of  uniform  width,  forming  a  globe  in¬ 
closed  to  a  row  of  large  guard  petals. 

Semi -rose — Petals  all  uniformly  wide,  interspersed  with  a  few 
pollen-bearing  stamens. 

Rose — A  perfect  full  rose  shape  with  no  stamens.

COLD  FRAMES  AND  THEIR  BABY  SISTERS 


All  professional  gardeners  use  hot  beds  as  a  matter  of  course, 
but  the  average  amateur  will  be  satisfied  with  a  cold  frame, 
which  requires  much  less  care.  The  only  difference  between 
the  two  is  that  a  hot  bed  has  a  deep  layer  of  fresh  manure  in 
the  bottom  to  supply  extra  heat,  while  a  cold  frame  depends 
wholly  on  the  heat  of  the  sun.  Both  are  made  to  receive  one 
or  more  sashes,  the  common  size  of  which  is  3x6  feet.  Four 
pianks  are  used,  being  set  on  edge  and  nailed  or  bolted  to¬ 
gether.  The  rear  plank  is  12  inches  wide,  and  the  one  in  front 
eight  inches.  The  end  planks  must  be  cut  on  the  bias,  as  it 
were,  to  meet  these  heights.  The  slope  is  usually  the  long  way 
of  the  sash  and  is  designed  to  help  the  sash  shed  water  as  well 
as  allowing  it  to  receive  as  much  direct  sunlight  as  possible. 

A  cold  frame  is  exceedingly  useful  for  starting  flowers  and 
vegetables  a  little  earlier  than  they  can  be  planted  outside,  for 


receiving  started  plants  that  have  been  started  early  indoors, 
for  growing  lettuce  or  cucumbers  in  summer,  for  wintering  half 
hardy  perennials  and  for  various  other  purposes.  The  sash 
should  be  raised  and  lowered  according  to  the  daily  temperature' 
when  plants  are  being  started,  being  finally  removed  to  let  them 
harden.  If  pansies  and  various  seedlings  as  well  as  tender  per¬ 
ennials  are  to  be  wintered  over,  it  is  only  necessary  to  fill  the 
frame  with  leaves  before  putting  on  the  sash,  although  in  very 
cold  weather  it  may  be  wise  to  throw  some  hay  over  the  glass. 

Wee  Hot  Houses  or  Hot  Caps  answer  the  same  purpose  as 
cold  frames.  When  they  are  used,  seeds  of  such  tender  vege¬ 
tables  as  melons,  cucumbers  and  beans  may  be  planted  out  ten 
days  earlier  than  otherwise  would  be  possible.  Baby  frames 
made  of  waterproofed  paper  are  on  the  market.

SEED  GRAINS 

Many  varieties  of  grasses  and  forage  plants  offered  by  Eastern  seedmen  (often  under  new  names)  will  not  give  profitable 
crops  in  our  climate  and,  to  avoid  disappointment,  we  refer  you  to  the  following  list,  which  has  been  carefully  selected  and 
contains  the  most  desirable  varieties.
